country residence. Marx had been accused 
by a young girl of having insulted her, and 
the men who were shot were members of a 
party that had gone to his place to avenge 
the alleged crime. | 

One of the men was killed outright, another 
died at the Emergency Hospital in this city 
‘tonight; a third, also at the Emergency Hos- 


| pital, is not expected to lve until morning, 


and the fourth man, who is migsing, is be- 
lteved to have been fatally wounded.

Taylor with a number of friends went last 
night to Cedar Hill and attempted to break 
in. The tragedy was the result. | ' 

The men who went with Taylor were Will- 
iam Schefflin, a son of the Sheriff of King 
‘George County; George Thompson, a black- 
smith; fT. Q. Stiff, son of a merchant, and an- 
other man named Douglass. When they ar- 
rived at Cedar Hill Marx was alone in the 
house. Taylor, who carried a rifle, demanded 
entrance, but getting no answer an attmept 
was made to break open the front door. 

Schefflin made an attempt to getina side 
window. Marx fired through the window ap- 
parently with a revolver, and Schefflin fell, 
shot through the abdomen. Marx then 
opened the front door and grappled with 
Stiff, who in the struggle was shot through 
the neck. Then Marx started to run, and as 
he did so Taylor, confronting him, raised his 


Winchester. Before he could fire Marx shot 
him through the heart, 


Surrenders at Daylight. 

‘Marx ran to the nearest house and told 
the occupants that’ he had shot some bur- 
glars. Then he went back to his residence, 
barricaded it, and called out to the men who 
had come to take the bodies away that he 
would surrender at daylight this morning. 

The dead body of Taylor and the wounded 
forms of Stiff and Schefflin were taken to 
Oak Grove. Thompson could not be found, 
but it is thought he was shot and walked 
away to die in some obscure place. No trace 
of him had been discovered when the wound- 
ed men were placed on board the steamer 
that brought them to Washington. ~ *. 

Dr. Washington, a Westmoreland County 
physician, was summoned to attend the 
wounded and he arranged that Stiff and 
Schefflin. should be brought to Washington 
for treatment. They were taken to Colonial 
Beach and placed on board the steamer 
which arrived here this:evening. Schefflin 
died at the Emergency Hospital shortly after 
his arrival. Stiff is nét expected to live 
throughout the night. The wound in his neck 
caused paralysis of his entire right side.

Girl One of Three Sisters.

Accord- 
ing to the story brought to Washington, Miss 
Taylor did not claim that Marx had attempt- 
ed to assault her, but that he had insulted 
her. She tol? her mother Sunday night, but 
Taylor was not notified until yesterday. The 
tragedy occurred about 10 o'clock last night.

ONE MAN FIRES SHOTGUN, AN-

| Samuel Housen, Aided by a Constable, 

‘Takes His Step-Daughter from Rela-—

Armed with stones, clubs, shotguns, and 
pitchforks, indignant villagers at Niles Cen- 
ter yesterday fell upon Samuel Housen, who, 
*alded by a constable, was forcibly taking hig 
13-year-old stepdaughter from distant rela- 
tives in that town. While the citizens were 
rallying to the rescue of the girl some one 
ran to the church and bégan ringing the bell. 

The girl was Mamie Nee, and twice kid- 
naped in three days was the strenuous life 
she had lived ‘since Monday, for in spite of 
the demonstration in the town yesterday 
Housen got away with the child. She was 
first taken from her home in Waukegan and’ 
carried to the residence of relatives of her 
dead mother in Niles Center. It was there 
the stepfather and constable went to get he 
yesterday. 

hen Housen returned to Waukegan from 
Chicago on Monday evening he found the 
chiid gone and learned she went’'away with 
two women. The neighbors told him the 
women came to the house early in the after- 
noon and left with Mamie about 5 o’clock. 


Starts Hunt for Child: 

On Tuesday Housen ascertained that one 
of the women said she Wajs. from Gross 
Point.» Then he remembered the distant 
relatives of his wife. He knew they were 
much attached to Mamie, and that they lived 
near Evanston. He went to Evanston and 
tried to secure a warrant for the arrest of’ 
the relatives, but the justice refused to issue 
it on the showing made. ° 

Constable Harrison was in the courtroom 
and Housen appealed to him to help him 
out of the difficulty. The constable thought 
he could find the relatives .nd Housen hired 
a livery rig and the two started for Gross 
Point. 

They found the gir! at John Boathe’s house | 
in Niles Center. She became frightened at 
the sight of the constable and refused to ac- 


permit her to go with her father. Harrison, 
after Mrs. Boathe had left the room for a 
few minutes, asked for a drink of water. 
_He went.with the girl to get.it and shoved 
her out of the door in the rear of the house.

The fur coat is having a hard time to find 
a resting place in Chicago. The slogan of 
the thousands of stockmen who are here at- 
tending the live stock show and the conven- 
tion of the International Live Stock associa- 
tion is ‘‘ Where are you going to sleep?” 
The visitors have been coming into the city 
for several days, a trainload at a time, until 
their numbers exceed the accommodations 
for them. 

They have swamped the hotels. They have 
grabbed everything that looks like a room 
in the down-town district, and in spite of 
the fact that every hotel is taxed beyond its 
capacity, they keep coming. Last night hotel 
clerks threw up their hands helplessly and 
cried enough. MHotelkeepers were brought 
sharp up against a proposition they couldn't 
handle, They tried to smile and assist the 
visitors in finding a place to sleep, but the 
statement on every side was: ‘* Everything 
filled to the limit.’’ 


Hopeless Wait for Rooms.

Hunting a Friendly Chair. 
“T’'ve been looking for two hours for a 
friendly chair,’’ said a 6-footer from South 
Dakota, ‘‘and I haven't found it. Every- 
body here seems to be on the go and they 
don’t pay any attention to a fellow when he 
gets tired. I think I've walked twenty-five 
miles today. Most of the time I’ve been look- 
ing for a place to sleep. I haven't found it, 
either.”’ 

The visitors were good-natured in spite 
of the inconvenience. They .took a philo- 
sophic view of the situation. 

‘**I’ve come all the way from Montana to 
see Chicago, and I'm going to stay it out 
whether I get a bed or not,’’ said one man. 

In the outlying districts, too, particularly 
on the South Side, near the Stock- Yards, 
hotels are filled to the roof. 


Big Stores Crowded. 

In addition to the thousands who came to 
the live stock show, other thousands took 
advantage of the cheap railroad rates to do 
their Christmas shopping, and State street 
stores were overrun yesterday. 

“We haven't been so rushed and so com- 
pletely filled up for a long time as we are 
tonight,”’ said the clerk at the Palmer House. 
‘There isn’t a room in the house, and we 
are turning scores of people away every 
hour.”’ 

‘**Rooms? We don’t know what a room 
looks like,”’ said the clerk at the Great 
Northern. ‘‘I don't know where all these 
people are coming from.” 

There wasn't a room to be had at the Grand 
Pacific, Auditorium, and Auditorium Annex, 
and at the Morrison, Saratoga, Brevoort, and 
other places guests were sleeping three and 
four ina room. In all of the hotels cots were 
brought into use.

GIFT IS PROMISED BRYN MAWR. 


John D. Rockefeller Will Furnish $230, - 
000 if Institution Raises $250, - 
| OOO More by June. 


_ Bryn Mawr, Pa., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—Miss 
M. Carey Thomas, President of Bryn Mawr 
College, has received a letter in which John 
D. Rockefeller offers to give $230,000 to that 
institution, with the condition that an addi- 
tional $250,000 be forthcoming from other 
sources not later than next commencement 
day. 

This date will fall in the first week of June, 
and President and faculty, trustees and 
alumni, students and friends of the college 
are bending their energies to accomplish that 
end. 

The $230,000 would erect and equip two 
buildings much needed, a dormitory and a 
central plant for lighting and heating pur- 
poses. The $250,000 additional would provid 
a new library building. |

LOSES LIFE FOR OTHERS 


CONDUCTOR IS KILLED WHILE 
GUARDING PASSENGERS’ LIVES. 


Michael Dunwofth Crushed at Grand 
Trunk Crossing in Halsted Street in 
Sight of Crowd Bound fer Stock 
Show—He Runs on the Track, Signals 
Motorman to Wait for a Passenger 
Train, and Is Ran Down by Switch 

Eugine. 

While guarding the lives of the passengers 
in his trolley car, Conductor Michael J. Dun- 
worth of the South Halsted street line lost his 
life at a grade crossing. 

The car, north-bound, was crowded with 
people going to the stock show. As it ap- 
proached the Grand Trunk tracks at Fortieth 
street at 7 o'clock Dunworth ran ahead to 
see if the way was clear. A passenger train 
‘was approaching from the east. With his 
face turned toward the train Dunworth 
swung his lantern as a warning to his motor- 
man not to start ahead. While he was still 
swinging the danger signal a switch engine 
approaching from the west ground him to 
death in sight of the horrified passengers on 
the car. | 


Sees the Passenger Train. 

A moment before Dunworth jumped from 
the platform to run upon the tracks he said 
to Motorman John Weigand: 

‘* I guess there's no use trying to get over,” 
referring to the danger from the approach- 
ing’ passenger train. 

When Dunworth stepped from the car to 
run ahead the gates on the south side were 
up. Witnesses de¢lare the gates were 
lowered as the conductor reached the center 
of the crossing. The car was behind sched- 
ule time and Durnworth was anxious to make 
the crossing if it cofiid be done safely. In tho

The erigt- 
neer explained that the depot prevented his 
seeing the conductor until too late.

To strengthen still further the hands of the 
commission the Lodge bill provides that none 
of the statutory laws of the United States 
shall have effect in the Philippine Islands 
until specifically applied there by Congresa, 
The effect of this will be to relleve the people 
of the Philippines of the necessity of follow- 
ing a great mass of federal statutes whith 
are largely, if not entirely, inapplicable te 
the conditions in the islands. “4

| ‘BOY BECOMES INSANE 


Unable to move from urtder a steel drill 
which slowly was twisting its way toward his 
breaat, Robert Carter, an apprentice in John 
Mohr & Sons’ boiler works at South Chicago, 
became insane through his terrible experi- 
ence yesterday, though otherwise uninjured. 
Iie was removed to the South Chicago Hos- 
pital, where at midnight it was reported he 
was in a comatose condition, with the uiti- 
mate result in doubt. 

Carter was working inside a boiler rivet- 
ing plates, the holes being bored by a com- 
pressed air drill, Outside other workmen 
were pounding on big cylinders and the din 
made it impossible for a cry of alarm to be 
heard. Carter was on his back, in which 
position he he!d a sledge to clinch the rivets 
driven from the exterior. 

The drill) came through the boiler as it had 
done many times before, and the boy paid

little attention to it until it was dangerously 
close to his body and still turning. He cried 
out @warning which was even less effective 
than a voice against a storm. He sought to 
turn from its path, but the space, limited 
at best, was further restricted by the twist- 


ing drill. Unable to escape, he was forced to 
watch what he believed to be the coming of a 
fearful torture and death. Then the drill 
caught in his shirt, and at that moment it 
is believed the boy's mind gave way under 
the awful strain. 

But the drill was stopped by those out- 
side, not with any knowledge, however, of

through whom the whole deal was brought to 


light. It was shown that $100,000 was 
brought to the city from the East. : 


Taylor Denies Losing Money.

All the time 


organization; for the organization of the 


who were summoned to his 


WINERS-KND POSSE FIGHY 


THREE MEN INJURED FATALLY IN 
RICH HILL, MO., BATTLE. 


State Troops Ordered to the Scene, ‘as 
More Trouble Is Expected—Sheriff 
and Deputies, Summoned by Opera- 
tors, Clash with Rioters and a Des- 
perate Combat Follows—Head Peace 
Officer Wounded by a Stone Hurled 
from a Sling. ; 


Butler, Mo., Dec. 4.—[{Special.]—State 
troops have been ordered to the Rich Hill 
district, south of here, as the result of a bat- 
tle this evening between striking miners and 
peace officers, in which four men were shot, 
three being fatally wounded. Details of the 
fight are meager, coming over the telephone. 

Sheriff Joseph T. Smith of ‘this city att @ 
posse were summoned by the operators to 
protect their property from a threatened at- 
tack by the strikers. The Sheriff started to 
the .scene late in the afternoon and —had 
scarcely arrived on the ground before the 
trouble began. 

The strikers moved en masse against the 
posse, and in a moment shots: were fired, 
missiles were hurled, and a free fight was on. 
Sheriff Smith was seriously injured by a 
stone thrown from asling. Walter Valentine, 
a Deputy Sheriff, also from this city, shot 
two of the striking miners, and was him- 
self shot in return. The wounds of all three, 
it is believed, will terminate fatally. 

The telephone message called for the dis- 
patch of more deputies to the scene, and they 
departed immediately for Rich Hill. Com- 
pany B, M. N. G., has been called out, and 
will depart for the scene of hostilities in the 
morning. 

About ten days ago the miners went out on 
a strike owing to trouble about a pit boss and 
a check weighman. Both sides remain firm, 
but this evening was the first time the men 
came in conflict with the authorities.

First Wife Is Said te Have Died at 
Sumter, 8. C. 


Columbia, 8. C., Dee. 4.—[Special. ]—Detec- 
tive N. Bailey of New York has been 
here for some time looking up the record of 
“Captain” A. N. Freeland, who, it is al- 
leged, as the culmination of a series of ad- 
ventures, married a rich New York girl and 
then disappeared with many of her valuables. 
Balley says: 

“Captain A. N. Freeland, under the title of 
Foster, married Miss Eliza Herrman Wickes 
in Grace Church, New York, on Oct. 16. He 
was roadmaster of the Columbia and Fior- 
ence division of the Atlantic Coast Line rail- 
road for twenty years. His wife and children 
lived at his headquarters in Sumter. 

“Shortly after being discharged by the rail- 
road he engaged in business, it is said, first 
as a member of the firm of Freeland & Rogan, 
dealers in china and glassware, and subse- 
quently of the Ducker & Bullman company, 
ot which he was the President several years. 
It was while President of the Ducker & Bull- 
man company, it is alleged, he borrowed all 
the mopey he could induce the banks and per- 
sonal friends to\advance. 


Escapes with the Cash. 


“Freeland is said to have visited Sumter 
several times until his wife died. Then, it is 
sald, he left and took with him all the money 
hecouldobtain. He later went to Europe, viait- 
ed the Gl xposition, and after a stay in 
England he fook passage on one of the trans- 
atlantic lingrs for New York. On the steam- 
er Freeland, or Foster, as he now called him- 
self, made the acquaintance of a New-Yorker 
who was returning with his daughter from a 
summer tour through Engiand and the con- 
tinent. He represented himself to be a capi- 
talist with large lumber interests in the 
South and heavy investments in Mexican gold 
and silver mines. The girl promised to marry 
him at once, and the father's consent was ob- 
tained without difficulty. Thegons of the 
New-Yorker raised the first obstacle to the 
hasty marriage. But their protests were 


overruled and the marriage hastened. The 


brothers, it is said,-finally cornered him in 
contradictory statements a week after the 
marriage, and Freeland, or Foster, fled with 
all the jewelry and money of his wife’s he 
could lay hands on. : 

Albert E. Wickes, a brother of the bride, 
Bailey says, led the opposition to the mar- 
riage, and finally unmasked the impostor, 
and then broke open his trunk left behind 
when he fled and found letters and papers 
showing that he was Captain Freeland. 
The relatives of the young wife put detec- 
tives om the case for the purpose of estab- 
fraud and getting the marriage 
annulled. 


Marirage Records in New York.

The Rev. Mr. Carey said tonight: “As I 
remember, Miss Wickes and the man who 
afterward became her husband came to the 
church a week before the wedding and first 
saw the sexton, with whom they made most 
of the arrangements. Afterwards they saw 
me, and I agreed to perform the ceremony.

o’clock in the morning. To do so he had to

SIR WILLIAM MACCORMAC EX-

President of the Royal College Is 
: Stricken with Heart Disease While

DREYFUS’ FRIENDSATOUTS 


‘PARIS. PAPERS FILLED WITH 
QUARRELS OF FORMER. ALLIES. 


Labeori, Who Defended the Former 

 KFreneh Officer in His Second Trial 
at Rennes, Now Declares He Has En- 
dured Calumny Long Enough—Be- 
gins Series of Articles in Which He 
Proposes.to Tell His Side of the Story 
~—Other Features of the Quarrel. . 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Dec. 5, 3 a. m.—The Paris papers 
are now filled with the quarrels between the 
former friends of Captain Dreyfus. Light 
is being thrown on the relations between 
‘Dreyfus, Reinach, Labori, Picquart, and 
other Dreyfusards. As a result of many 
charges and counter charges Labori yester- 
day began the publication of a series of 
articles in the Journal, entitled “My Ex- 
planation.” A second article appears this 
morning. 

M. Labori says that he ceased to be coun- 
sel for Dreyfus a year ago, at the request 
of the Dreyfus family, and that in view of 
divergence of opinion as to the conduct of 
‘the Dreyfus trial and the subsequent am- 
nesty question, he asked Reinach in October, 
1899, to allow. him to relinquish his briefs in, 
the Henry and other cases, but Reinach ap- 
pealed to his devotion, pointing out the grave 
effects of'a public separation between them.. 


Endured Long Enough. 

Labori concludes with saying that he has 
endured the calumnies of his adversaries for 
years past, but to allow himself to be calum- 
niated by clients, or friends of clients, is too 
much to expect from his abnegation. He will 
reply thereto in the next article. 

In his second article in the Journal, pub- 
lished: this morning, Labori denies that he 
wanted Dreyfus to refuse his pardon. Labori 
deplores the condition under which this par- 
‘don was granted and accepted and the silence 
which seems to have been imposed on an in- 
nocent man in whose behalf he, Labori, and 
others in a passion for an idea! had not hesi- 
tated to stir up the country. 

Replying to the charge that he wanted to 
‘live off the affair, Labori declares that his 
connection with the case had cost him almost 
his entire practice, which only began to pick 
up again after the amnesty was granted, and 
against which, contrary to his own interests, 
he had unceasingly struggled. 


Dreyfus and Picquart. 

The Echo de Paris publishes an intervie 
with a friend of the Dreyfus family, who d , 
clared that Colonel Picquart had been led 
astray by Labori in withdrawing his appeal 
to the Council of Staté, and in refusing to re- 
enter the army, even if the decision was in his 
favor. The newspaper man's informant then 
added: 

‘““We do not comprehend Picquart's atti- 
tude, or his anti-Semitism, which is notori- 
ous. Dreyfus, when he was released, wrote 
to him expressing warm thanks for his devo- 
tion, and asked for an interview to enable 
him to express his thanks personally. Pic- 
quart sent a cool reply, saying that he would 
let him know when he could receive him, and 
Dreyfus has heard nothing from him since." 


Another Dreyfusard. 


Another Dreyfusard, an artist named 
Ibels, now writes to the newspapers to ex- 
press in violent terms his disillusionment 
regarding the Dreyfus affair. He says: 

‘* Honest Dreyfusards like Zola, Labori, 
Picquart, Clemenceau ,and others worked 
bravely and loyally for what they thought 
was a noble cause, whereas they were merely 
helping Reinach and his friends to gain 
power, Moreover, Dreyfus himself, who 
found time to write long letters to rich bank- 
ers, had no thought of sending me a word 
of thanks. He is a monster.” :

tions at today's session of the Pan-American 
conference. 

Clauses in dispute were sent back to the 
committee, where it is expected all differ- 
ences will be adjusted. The representatives 
of Hayti and Santo Domingo refrained from 
voting on this subject, because of their coun- 
tries’ geographical locations. | 

The neutrality clause of the railway propo- 
sition was omitted in the voting. 


Would Study Trade Conditions. 

Clause 10, which suggests that the United 
States send a competent person to all the 
republics of America to. study the resources 
of the several countries, locations, and status 
of existing railway; the present trade condi- 
tions, proepective traffic, and what § con- 
cessions each government would be dis- 
posed to grant, elicited observations from 
Mr: Pineda of Mexico. He thought that all 
the countries of America should cotjperate in 
‘this preliminary work. 


Only New Railway Neutral. 

An amendment to the neutrality clause was 
presented by Lopez Portimo of Mexico tothe 
following effect: 

“Clause 8 That the railway to be built 
must be declared’ perpetually neutral by spe- 
cial conventions of the nations interested to 
insure free traffic. 

“ Railways already constructed or that 
may be built In future by private concessions 
of each nation and independently of the com- 
pany or companies which may be formed to 
execute work destined to complete the con- 
tinental railway shal! not be considered as 
comprised in said declaration of neutrality 
and shail continue to be exclusively ¢con-: 
trolled by their own concessions and local 
laws.”’ 

Private Concessions Guarded. 

This amendment leaves each nation to act 
as it sees fit in the matter of declaring the 
intercontinental railway neutral. It also 
lets Mexico out altogether, as this govern- 
ment has already granted private conces- | 
sions for railways extending te its, southern 
border, all of which concessions are gov- 
erned by local laws. 

South Americans are firmly set against 
the neutrality clause. They say that the 
present events in Panama are an argument 
against it, as the Colombian government 
is prevented from using the railroad in its 
own territory, notwithstanding that the 
rebels are not even recognized as belliger- 
ents by any power. . 


IRREGULARITY IN CUP RACES. 


Time Allowances Are Prohibited by 
_ Original Deed of Gift—Chance for 
Lipton to Protest. | 


™As a matter of fact, the America cup 
has not been legally won by American boats 
for several years,” said H. P. Simonton, the 
secretary of the Chicago Yacht club, yester- 
day. “If Sir Thomas Lipton should desire 
to enter a. protest, as he could do under the 
rules, he could show’that the ownership of 
the cup is a matter yet to be determined,” 

Mr. Simonton basis his declaration on in- 
formation he obtained from a copy of the 
deed of gift, which, drawn in 1887 by the 
sole surviving owner of the gallant schooner 
America, reconveyed the trophy won by 
‘America at Cowes, England, in 1851, at the 
regatta of the Royal Yacht squadron, to the 
New York Yacht club. The deed of gift de- 


_e‘ares emphatically and without revision 


that all races shall be sailed subject to 
rules and sailing regulations of the club.hold- 
ing the cup ‘ so far as the same do not con- 
flict with the previsions of this deed of gift, 
but without any time allowances whatever.”’ 

As is well known, the last international 
race, as well as many of the others, was con- 
ducted with a time allowance provision. Mr. 
Simonton believes that Sir Thomas Lipton 
was not aware of the clause in the deed of 
gift forbidding time allowance. Moreover a 
local attorney who yesterday saw the deed of 
gift expressed the opinion that no subsequent 
contract could legally change the conditions 
under which the America cup could be raced 
for. 
Secretary Simonton discovered the impor- 
tant clause in the deed of gift through writ- 
ing to the New York Yacht club for a copy 
of that document in order to draft a deed of 
gift for the cup which Sif Thomas Lipton 
offered to the Columbia Yacht club on his 
recent visit to this city.

Driscoll and Reininger engaged in a six- 
round contest under the auspices of the Au- 
rora Athletic club last Friday night. in- 
inger was the receiver general throughout 
the contest. This was expected by the local 
followers of boxing, as Reininger had as 
much chancé of beating Driscoll as the latter 
would have in defeating Jeffries. The man- 
ager and matchmaker was aware of that fact, 
and the contest could only result in a severe 
beating for Reininger. It is the making of 
such one-sided matches that brings the box- 
ing game into bad repute and justifies the 
authorities in closing the doors of alleged 
athletic clubs. 

Chicago is full—overcrowded—with mis- 
managed boxing clubs, that are breeders of 
cheap preliminary boxers—boxers that trot 
along in the same rut month in and month 
out; boxers that strut around as fighters,that 
fight, or pretend to fight, simply to secure 
the loser’s end of a paltry purse. They never 
train because the stunts they perform in the 
ring require no training and, being non- 
conditioned to indulge in excessive exercise, 
accidents such as occurred to Reininger are 
apt to befall them at any time. Mayor Har- 
rison has notified Chief of Police O'Neill to 
investigate the standing of all the boxing 
clubs in the city and to close those which 


are not incorporated. The sport has too. 


many stanch followers to be killed by small 
fry alleged boxing clubs. 

To Frank Erne of Buffalo must be given 
the credit of being the first American boxer 
to receive recognition from an English uni- 
versity. Erne, so Jimmy Michaels, the bicy- 
cle rider who just returned from England, 
says, gave an exhibition of his fistic prowess 
before the students of Oxford University, and 
they were so impressed with his clever 
manipulations with the gloves, and his quiet, 
gentlemanly demeanor, that he was im- 
mediately engaged to instruct the Oxford 
boys how to hit, stop, and get away during 
the next two years. The engagement of an 
American boxer to instruct English univer- 
sity students is not only an honor to Erne but 
to American boxers in general. Boxing is 
what may be termed, an English product, 
and for over 150 years Americans played sen- 
ond fiddle to their English cousins - Ar 
boxing game. British pugs came 
country in swarms just prior to, during, and 
a few years after the civil war, and we 
marveled at their cleverness. That, how- 
ever, was when London prize ring rules were 
in vogue, and the toughness“ef the game 
under those rules was not a strong induce- 
ment for young America to take strongly to 
professional fighting. ‘With the introduction 
of fighting under Queensberry rules, with 
padded mitts and with cozy arenas to battle 
in, boxers sprung up throughout the land 
like mushrooms. The boys began to master 
the finer points of the manly art of self-de- 
fense and added so many new tricks to the 
art. that our English cousins are today ask- 
ing Frank. Erne to teach them what they 
taught us years ago. Frank is one ofthe 
cleverest. of American boxers and will fill 
his present position to a nicety. Sh ;

Springfield, Ill,, Dee. 4.—[Special.J—L. W. 
Bowers, general counsel of the Chicago and. 
Northwestern railway company, addressed 
the State Board of Equalization this morn- 
ing on taxation.

He held that the constitutional rules of uni- 
formity require that no class of property 
shall be assessed on a higher percentage of 
its actual value than any,other classes of 
property; that the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion remains as it was before the recent 
mandamus decision and has both the power 
and the duty to exercise its own judgment 
on questions of values; that the capital stock 
of corporations, which the statutes require 
to be assessed, means, not the prices of the 
shares of the capital stock, but the actual 
value of the property of the corporation and 
that the land values of side track property 
and of the property used for turnouts, sec- 
end track, stations, and other railroad pur- 
poses’ must be distributed under the law 
proportionately to the length of main track 
in each taxing district for the purpose of 
taxation. 
' Mr. Bowers said that three times the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois had declared that 
the constitutional rule of uniformity of tax- 
ation overrides the statutory direction that 
all property must be assessed at its full val~ 
ue. Mr. Bowers quoted a number of au- 
thorities on this point. 2 


Gives Board Full Powers. 


As to the power of the board, Mr. Bowers 
said the Supreme Court has repeatedly said 
that the judgment of the State board In val-.

He received $50 from Lynch, according to his 
statement, for protecting the street railway 
company. 

Says Lynch Gave a $100 Bribe. 

The other witness, Frank S. O’Brien, swore 
that Lynch gave him $100 for chusing a dis- | 
agreement in the Dmma Grinnell) damage | 
sult, Which came to trial before Judge Han- | 
ecy. He said two other jurors in the case 
also accepted bribes. This case, the witness 
testified, was handled for the defense by At- 
torney Sullivan, the defendant, and Attorney 
Hardy, who is chief counsel for Sullivan in 
the present trial. 

Smallman and O’Brien came into the case 
as witnesses, against the vigorous protests 
ef the defense. Neither of them had been 
named on the indictment as a witness, and it 
was claimed by Attorney Hardy that the 
prosecution was adopting unfair tactics.

TRAEGER’S FIRST YEAR AS be 
_ CORONER IS A BUSY ONE. 


Deputies Investigate 4,844 Deaths and 
Physician Inquires Into 1,455—Sui- 
cides Lead with 385 Cases. 


During John E. Traeger's first year as 
Coroner, which ended on Saturday, 4,844 
deaths were investigated by his deputies, ne- 
cessitating 2,479 inquests and 1,455 investiga- 
tions by the Coroner's physician, some of 
which were followed by inquests. The physi- 
clans made 910 post-mortem examinations. 
This data is contained in a report. of the! 
déath -shown and the ‘number of cases ‘at-., 
tributed to.each follow:

Poison was employed by 139-suicides, while 
110 resorted to.shooting. Forty-eight ended 
their lives by asphyxiation, 42 fanged them- 
selves, and the lake and river claimed 21. 
Carbolic acid was the favorite poison, being 
used by 86. As causes of suicide the Cor- 
oner’s report shows 162 were despondent, 117 
temporarily insane, and in the cases of 106 
no. cause could be ascertained. Of the sui- 
cides 283;were men and 102 women; 383 were 
Caucasian. Only one negro and one China- 
man are on the list. The report also notes 
that 207 of the suicides were married, 104 
were single, 6 were divorced, and the social 
“condition of 26 could not be ascertained. 

Thm the homicide cases, 2 were accidental, 
& were declared justifiable by the Coroner's 
jury, and 90 persons were held to the grand 
jury as responsible for other cases. . 

Of the railroad accidents 133 occurred, at 
grade crossings,198 persons were killed while 
walking on the tracks, 40 by being crushed 
by cars, 15 by falling off trains, and 11 by 
jumping off and stepping off cars while in 
motion. Five of the deaths occurred on ele- 
vated tracks.

Judge Tuthill Says It Is of Little In- 
fluence in Making Children 
Vicious.

Judge Tuthill of the Juvenile Court told the 
Hull House Woman's club yesterday that he 
wholly dismissed the theory that heredity was | 
in any way responsible for the deeds of incor- 
rigible children. He also talked about the 
projected parental! school and said that if it 
was to accomplish good results ft should be 
located in the country. In his remarks he 
said: 

‘*Talking to women of Hull House on 
juvenile delinquents seems to me like carry- 
ing coals to Newcastle. I believe that the 
whole of the juvenile laws and the Juvenile 


’ Court primarily was realized through the ef- 


forts of the Hull House women. It is due 
to that woman who was untiring in her work 
for the delinquent children, Mrs. A. B. Stev- 
ens, who was at one time President of the 
Hull House Woman's club, that we are finally 
about to have the parental home. 

“Whenever I see a child that will never 
tell a lie I think it is too angelic to live. 

‘““Too many of even the most fashionable 
mothers intrust their children entirely to the 
eare of nurses. The character of a child 
bui’’s up slowly. You can't notice it grow. 
But wefore you are aware of it the character 
of the child is molded and out of your power. 

“T don’t take any stock whatever in the 
theory that heredity is accountable for the 
conduct of a child. From 4 vicious mother 
and drunken father a child may be born that 
will lead his race. Men whose names are em- 
blazoned on the most glorious pages of his- 
tory, such as Lincoln and Garfield, were born 
from the humblest of parents.

Soaring Prices on Big Mart 
Bring Smiles to Faces of 
Rural Visitors.

Men from the Country Say There 
Is a Scarcity of All Kinds . 
Grains. 


LOOK FOR HIGHER PRICES. 


Farmers and stockmen, big, brawny, and 
bronze-faced men in buffalo-skin overcoats 
and cowhide boots, with well-filled wallets 
in their pockets, were as thick on the Board of 
Trade floor yesterday and in the galleries and 
the smoking-room as bees inaclover field. . 

They had come to town to visit the fat 
stock show, and their presence in that mart 
of speculation showed their keen interest in 
the greatest bull movement of the day—that 
in grain and hog products, with prices soar- 
ing to figures unprecedented in years. The 
farmers. showed by the satisfied faces that 
they were pleased to see prices going up, and 
possibly had a hand in boosting them. 

The presence of a large number of well-te- 
do countrymen on the floor was typical of the 
present bull movement. The Western farmer. 
more than any other man, has been impressed 
with the great shortage in the grain crop this 
year, with the scarcity of food for stock, and 
with the large feeding of wheat as a substi- 
tute. Country buying hae forced recent ad- 
vances of 4 cents a bushel in wheat and near- 
ly equal gains in corn and oats, although pro- 
fessional traders, because of a small export 
demand for grains, have been inclined to fight 
the upward movement. 


Visitors Discuss Outlook. 


Trade in the different pits yesterday was of 
d4remendous volume, in the aggregate one of 
the largest business days in the history of the 
Exchange. What the countryman thinks <f 
the bull movement was easily evidemced by 
the following random talks with visitors: 

W. A. Fraser of Oneida, Ill., farmer and 
‘stockman, said: ‘“‘ There is no grain in the 
West, and while prices are high today they 
are bound to go higher. There is not enough 
corn in the country to feed the common stock, 
the work horses, and cattle, to say nothing 
of the beef cattle and hogs. We do not need 
to export a bushel.”’ 

R. E. Frederick, Eldora, la.—Farmers 
in my section have not many oats to. sell, and 


stock they own there will mot be a bushel of 
corn,.to come .to this market. Farmers real- 
ize they are losing money by marketing these 
lightweight hogs, but they are forced to do 
it owing to the scarcity of feed..* 

F. A. Davis, Buena Vista County, Ia.— 
Every kind of stock feed is scarce with us 
and prices are high. For feeding purposes 
we do not consider new corn worth within 10 
cents a bushel as much as old: I do not re- 
member a year when farmers have had as 
much reason as at present to be bullish on 
the whole market situation. 


Demand for Stock Feed. 


E. M. Parson, grain buyer, Carlisle, la.— 
There is a strong demand in my section for 
everything in the way of stock feed, and de- 
cidedly light offerings by the fortunate few 
who have any reserves. . 

W. J. Meredith, Brooklyn, Ia.—There is a 
good deal of corn in my neighborhood, but 
farmers are all holding it for higher prices. 
I think corn and oats are rather high, but 
wheat is cheap at these prices when it can be 
used for feeding stock and chickens. 

Cc. E. Eagle, Union Center, Wis.—I think they 
are putting the price up too fast and corn and 
oats are not worth the money. There are a 
lot of countrymen buying, but they want their 
profits when they go home on Friday, and I 
look for a good break then, °

The May delivery, the active 
speculative future, adyanced 1\% cents f 
Tuesday’s closing price to 70%c cents a bushel 
and closed at 79% cents, just one cent below 
the high price on the crop, made in August. 
There was a reaction to 72 cents on_the rapid 
marketing of the spring wheat crop in the 
Northwest, then a slow reaction to 75 cents 
on the large feeding demand Tor wheat and 
the large export demand, exports for the 
crop year from July 1 reaching 130,000,000 
bushels, or 50,000,000 bushels greater than 
for the same period in 1900. In the last week 
there has been a sharp advance of five cents 
on a tremendous buying movement. 


New Record for Corn. 


Corn made a new high record yesterday, 
May advancing 1% cents and selling at 67% 
cents a bushel, or 1% cents more than the 
high price reached in August. A sharp feed- 
ing demand, a belief that the crop is not 
turning out as well as the government esti- 
mate last month indicated, 1,350,000,000 
bushels, or 750,000,000 bushels less than the 
crop of 1900, and the bullish attitude of farm- 
ers, who are selling but sparingly, have al 
contributed to the advance. : | 


Sharp Demand for Oats. 


The cash demand for oats from all sections 
is even sharper than for corn, and while the 
crop j# not as short as the corn crop, farmers 
are holding just as tightly, and the May de- 
livery sold yesterday at 45% cents, compared 
with the high price of 40% cents in August, 
the advance for the day being 1% cents.

NEW ASTEROID IS DESCRIBED. 


Director Pickering of Harvard Univer- 
sity Gives Facts Concerning Recent 
| Discovery in the Heavens. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—Pro- 
fessor E. C. Pickering, director of Harvard 
Observatory, has just made public a de- 
scription of a new asteroid which Dr. Stew- 
art, in examining a series of photographic 
plates, discovered, having the great southern 
declination of 62 degrees. It approaches 
nearer to the sun than any previously known. 

Miss Anna Winlock of the observatory 
staff computed a circular orbit, which gave 
the surprising result that the diurnal motion 
with relation to the sun exceeds 2,200 seconds. 

Professor Newcomb of Washington under- 
took “to compute with: Miss Winlock the 
elliptical elements for this body. Its great 
peculiarity is its ellipticity, exceeding that 
of any known asteroid. The asteroid is now 
moving rapidly north and is within reach of 
telescopes in Europe and the United States.

BE CONSIDERATE AND SHOP EARLY. 

The local Consumers’ league is preparing 
to issue an appeal to buyers so to arrange 
their shopping so as to mitigate the cruelties 
of the “ Ohristmas trade.”

RECLAIMING THE ARID LANDS. 

The question of the irrigation of the arid 
lands owned by the general government wus 
not considered at all twenty-five years ago. 
It is begintiing to be considered seriously 
now. The space which the President. who 
is familiar with conditions in the West, 
gives to.it in his message shows that he 
looks on it as one of no small importance. 

When, the agitation for the irrigation of 
these arid lands began there was a feeling | 
of opposition to the measure except in the 
regions which would be specially benefited. 
The impression existed that the States and 
Territories in which these arid lands lie 
were anxious that the government should 
expend millions in making these lands cul- 
tivable so that the ‘population and wealth 
of the States and Territories in questica 
might be increased. The owners of fertile 
farms in the East and Middie West did not 
look with ‘favor on what seemed to them a 
scheme to add at their expense and that 
of other taxpayers tens of millions of acres 
to the area of cultivable land in, the far 
West. They saw-in this a reduction of the 
value of their own farms and farm products.

It is coming to be understood 
that the work of making these arid lands 
cultivable to the extent that the water sup- 
ply will permit—there is not water enough 
to irrigate all—will be an exceedingly slow 
one. No great body of farm lands will be 
thrown suddenly on the market.
